The last years have seen many ac- 
complishments. The dwelling east of 
the church has become the Childrens 
House. A modern office, consultation 
room for the pastor, a committee room 
and a beautiful, little Victory Chapel 
were added to make our old structure 
more efficient and workable. 

In addition to the above when the 
adjoining property was put upon the 
market it was purchased by the Church 
greatly adding to the commercial value 
of its location. A new site for the 
church consisting of a whole city block 
was purchased. These increased our 
visible assets over $40,000. making a 
total property valuation of around 
$135,000. Considerable sums in addi- 
tion to the above are subscribed to our 
church in pledges. These are being 
paid looking torward the construction of 
a modern church edifice with adequate 
educational and recreational facilities. 

The total enrollment of our resident 
membership is around one thousand 
members. This membership with the 
financial resources which are commit- 
ted to it puts upon our congregation 
the high responsibility for leadership 


in our Brotherhood and especially in 
the community of Fort Wayne. Our 
Evangelistic program has been continu- 
ous and it must remain so. Each month 
finds new members added:to our con- 
gregation.

Since coming to Fort ayne we 
seen a new level of cooperation among 
the churches of this city. We have 
thrown our influence in this direction 
and we are glad to report that the 
Associated Churches of Fort Wayne 
is one of the best organizations of its 
kind in the country.

It 
practices an open fellowship to all as witnessed in the open invitation each 
Sunday as we celebrate the- Lord’s Supper.- This church is identified with the 
Disciples of Christ which ranks fifth among the religious Communions of America, 
with almost 2,000,000 members.

WHO IS A MEMBER ? 


According to the Constitution of the First Christian Church; we present the re- 
.- quirements of a member in the Church Covenant: 


I hereby subscribe myself as a member of the First Christian 
Church and by this act I pledge myse‘f to an earnest prayerful endeavor to re- 
alize the ideals of Jesus in my own life and throughout the world. 


To this end, I promise to do all in my power to promote the 
interests of the Church, to extend its influence, especially by attending its services, 
participating in its activities and contributing of my means to its support. 


DUTIES OF MEMBERS 


It is the duty and privilege of every member of this Church, 

to attend the services of the Church, to take part in its activities, and according to 
their ability contribute of their means to its support. Those who fall short of the 
above reguirements, do hereby forfeit a!l claim to be considered “in full fellowship 
and good standing” and their membership shall, after a period of two years, and 
after due effort on the part of the Eldership to restore them, be considered lapsed. 


HOW ONE BECOMES A MEMBER 


There are two ways of becoming a member of this church. One is by con- 
fession of Faith. The other is by transfer of membership. A conference with the 
minister usually. precedes the act of uniting with the church. 


Those coming by confession are asked: “Do you believe with all your heart 
that Jesus is the Christ, the Son of the Living God, and do you take Him for your 
Saviour to walk his way of life The reply is: “I do.” As the candidate preters, 
a public or private baptismal service is arranged. In transfer of membership the 
right hand of Christian Fellowship is given, and the office, if desired, sends proper 
notification to the former congregation. Invitation to membership is extended 
each Sunday at the worship service. 


There is no attempt to dictate Biblical interpretation in theological or religious 
belief. Our cherished belief is “in essentials, unity; in non-essentials, liberty, and 
in all things, charity.’ To each member is given the right to follow the dictates 
of a Christian conscience, with this injunction “that if we have not the Spirit of 
Christ, we are none of His.” 
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THE CHURCH WITH A FUTURE 


The future will go to the Church that earns it. This is an unfailing 
truth. An adequaie and a beautiful Church structure is earned 
through the achievement of stewardship as each member, who loves 
the Church, lays by in store as God has prospered Him."
